— The  menu- 
faeture  of  ammeuia  from  the  nitrogen  of 
the  atmosphere  aod  the  hydrogen  of  steam 
baa  been  nudertnkeu  in  London.  In  ac¬ 
complishing  thug  a  series  of  inclined  rdl 
torts  are  filled  with  coke  aud  heated  to  Are 
hundred  aud  fifty  degrees  C.,  and  a  mix¬ 
ture  of  twelve  parts  by  volume  of  steam 
a»d  five  parte  of  atmospheric  air  ia  then 
introduced;  aud  ao  ammonia  is  formed 
and  af  erward  condensed  in  water.  The 
most  important  point  in  working  this  ap¬ 
paratus,  it  ia  found,  is  to  maintain  uni¬ 
formity  of  temperature ;  for,  should  the 
apparatus  be  too  cool,  no  ammonia  ia 
formed,  or,  if  the  heat  be  too  great,  any 
ammonia  which,  may  have  been  prodneed 
k  dissociated,  and  again  resolved  into  the 
elements  to  which  it  owed  its  origin.  This- 
difficulty  haa  anU>eqneutly  been  over¬ 
come,  k  appears,  by  converting  the  ammo- 
nia  hit*  chloride  of  ammonium  at  the  mo¬ 
ment  it  ia  generated, ‘this  being  effected  by 
mixing  common  salt  with  the  coal  or  ooke

The  plan  for  the  fur¬ 
niture  dealer  or  housewife  is  to  cut  the 
paper  in  slips  amd  place  about  the  room, 
under  and  behind  sofas,  chairs,  etc.  ;  this 
shook!  be  done  as  early  as  the  middle  of 
April,  aud  in  warm  climates  earlier.  If 
the  dealer  wishes  to  mafcfe  parlor  suits  moth 
proof,  he  shoald  place  ou  the  inside  of 
backa  of  chain  and  seats,  small  stripe  of 
the  pitch  paper,  and  rest  assured  that  the 
mill  ear  will  not  pelect  these  places  to  depost 
eggs.  It  is  the  miller  that  is  the  foundation 
of  all  the  mischief.

Other  methods  are. also 
resorted  to  for  converting  paper  into  a 
leathery  or  parchment-like  substance,  the 
product  varyiug  in  character  according  to 
the  treat m eat.  One  of  the  moot  useful  ap. 
plications  of  these  processes  is  said  to  be 
that  of  formhig  Jhe  paper  into  rolls  or 
sheete  suitable  for  pocking,  then,  when 
in  the  pasty  state,  sprinkling  plumbago 
upon  it,  and  by  strong  pressure  thoroughly 
incorporating  pulp  and  plumbago  to¬ 
gether— the  rs8xdUug  compounds  furnishing 
\aluable  packing  for  steam  engines  and 
pomps.
